Institute Members Thought City 
Was “Out of Way,” but Now 
Are Glad They Came Here. 


BUSINESS AFTER WAR 


Declares Protective Measures 
Against Europe Will Be Nec- 
essary for America. 


In his address as president of the 
American Iron and Stee) Institute, 
which began its semi-annual! session to- 
day at the Planters Hotel, Elbert H. 
Gary of New York, chairman of the 
United States Steel Corporation. said 
that ssombers of the institute felt that 
St. Louis was destined to be one of the 
greatest and most successful cities of 
the world. 

*We feel like complimenting the city 
on what she is, what she has done, and 
what she is destined to do,” Judge 
Gary said. 

“When St. Louls was suggested as 
the convention city for the institute 


this fall,"” Judge Gary continued, ‘‘there 


were objections on the ground that St. 
Louis was out of the way. The con- 
ventions bureau and prominent citizens 
of St. Louls had made such well found- 
ed pleas for our attendance here, and 
Clarence Howard, the most persistent 
of all persistent men, had exhibited 
such stubborn persistency, that we fin- 
ally yielded." 

When about to announce the designa- 
tion of St. Louis as the convention 
city, Judge Gary said one thing he 
promised the institute members was 
that weather conditions in St. Louis in 
October and November would be ideal. 
He expressed his thanks that the 
weather had made good his promise. 

“All of us are glad St. Louis was se- 
lected. It is with grateful appreciation 
of the hospitality and courtesy of St. 
Louis and its citizens that we are meet- 
ing here today."’ 

Business Conditions. 

Judge Gary, at the request of the In- 
stitute’s directors, deveted—almest~all 
of his address to a discussion of his 
summer visit to the Orient, his comment 
on which will be found on page seven 


‘of today’s Post-Dispatch. He concluded 


with his. views on business conaitions. 

“It is well known that the steel busi- 
ness in this country is better than ever 
before,” Judge Gary said. “Our concern 
is only for the future. Many believe 
there will be a continuance of large 
business for many months or years after 
the war closes; others think there wil! 
be a meterial recession. No one can 
certainly foretell. I have heretofore ex- 
pressed opinions on the subject which 
have been published. Obviously the wise 
man will husband his resources, keep 
within safe limits and avoid over-ex- 
tension. Its better te prudent and 
make less profits t become reck- 
Jess or extravagant at the risk of calam- 
ity. With large bank balances we are 
independent and secure; with large in- 
Gebtedness to the banks which we could 
mot readily pay, we would be in danger 
ef bankruptcy, depending upon future 
business conditions. All this we know 
ty the experience of the past. 

When End of War Comes. 

“Whenever the war shall close, the 
business of this country will be con- 
fronted with new conditions. The pur- 
chasing power of the whole world wil] 
have been very greatly reduced. For- 
eign countries who are now buying our 
products, because compelled, will with- 
draw their patronage in a large measure. 
Other non-producing countries will find 
their financial resources and credits 
lessened. More than this, foreign pro- 
ducers, in great need, will strive more 
diligently than ever to supply the coun- 
tries that are financially able to pay 
and at prices based upon cheap labor 
and low cost, as they have a perfect 
right to do. 

“Our producers, including our wage- 
earners, will find themselves in com- 
mercial antagonism with the most per- 
sistent and difficult competition ever 
experienced, unless this shall be pre- 
vented by laws that are reasonable and 
sufficient. Most of the foreign produc- 
ing countries, and quite likely all of 
them, will be thoroughly protected by 
tariff provisions and we should be on a 
parity with them in this respect. 

“] firmiy believe, if the present un- 
protective tariff laws remain un- 
changed, we shall probably meet with 
competition from foreign sources after 
the war closes which will adversely, and 
perhaps disastrously, affect American 
industry and American labor. Condi- 
tions will be even worse than they were 
between Oct. 1, 1913, and the beginning 
of the war. If the laws shall be amend- 
ed and adequate protection to American 
producers and their workmen is af- 
forded, we may expect satisfactory 
husinses conditions for some time to 
éome,” 

This is the first time the American 
Iron and Steel Institute has met west 
ef the Mississipp' River. It meets each 
epring and autumn for a discussion of 
technical phases of the fron and stee! 
industry. 


Howard Speaks on St. Louls.

Cincinnati to Long Branch 
Home. 


HIS LAST WESTERN TRIP 


Executive Will Speak in Buffalo, 
New York and Twice at 
Shadow Lawn. 


ON BOARD PRESIDENT WILSON’S 
TRAIN, CUMBERLAND, Md., Oct, 27.— 
President Wilson stopped here for five 
minutes today en route to Long Branch, 
N. J. A band and a delegation of men 
carrying signs saying that labor is sup- 
porting Wilson were displayed. 

“Tt is not so much that we are for 
Wilson as that Wilson is for us,” read 
one sign. The President shook hands 
as rapidly as possibie. 

At Piedmont and Keyser, W. Va., Wil- 


son shook hands with persons at the 
station. A group of students sang a 
school song as his train pulled in at 
Keyser. The President led the singing, 
keeping time with both arms. 

“That's bully,”’ he said, as they con- 
cluded; ‘‘it sounds like old times to me.”’ 

The President is on his way from Cin- 
cinnati to his home at “Shadow Lawn,” 
Long Branch, N. J., and all along the 
iine through West Virginia and Mary- 
land he was met by enthusiastic crowds. 
He is due in Long Branch at 10 p. m. 

The President will not return to the 
Middle West again before the election. 
His only remaining trip away from 
Shadow Lawn before Nov. 7 will take 
him to Buffalo, Nov. 1, and ’» New 
York City, Nov. 2. In addition he plans 
two more speeches at Long Branch, 
one tomorrow and the next Nov. 4. 

In his speech last night at Cincinnati 
the President reiterated his advocacy of 
a league of nations to maintain peace. 

“Other nations owe it to a decent re- 
spect of mankind to submit their cases 
to mankind before they go to war,”’ he 
said, “and I believe that America is go- 
ing to take pride in the days to come in 
offering every dollar of her wealth, 
every drop of her blood, every energy of 
her people, to the maintenance of the 
peace of the world upon that founda- 
tion.” 

The President outlined his conception 

of the problem before the nation as 
follows: 
“Are we going to keep together and 
move together and move forward, or 
are we going to divide and scatter and 
move backward. Do not let any man 
lead you who walks with his head over 
his shoulder, harking back to things 
many of which had better be forgot- 
ten, but follow the men who are look- 
ing forward, whose eyes are lifted to 
@ great destiny which belongs only to 
America. Follow the men who do not 
ask what is your race, what is your 
religion, who do not even ask what is 
your politics, but simply say, men and 
brethren, we are all Americans, we all 
have the’ same purpose, we all have 
the same privilege, we all rejoice in 
the anticipation of the same destiny, 
let us see that our hearts lie close to 
each other and then all the forces of 
the world cannot withstand the mass 
and movement of this great people.’’ 


SAYS INFANTILE PARALYSIS IS 
CAUSED BY AUTO FUMES 


Physician at Conyention Believes Di- 
seasesn Comes F'rom Combination 
of Gases in Atmosphere. 
CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 27.—Automo- 
biles, not germs, are said to be the 
cause of the epidemic of infantile par- 
alysis that has swept the country, ac- 
cording to the assertion made by Dr. 
Thomas F. Hartington, Deputy Com- 
missioner of Health of Massachusetts, 
in an address before the annual con- 
vention here of the American Public 

Health Association. 

“Infantile paralysis is due to chem- 
ical agents, namely, gases and fumes 
given off in the atmosphere by the com- 
bustion of@ils and flui‘ls used in auto- 
mobiles,” Dr. Hartington declared. 
“Cases of gas and fume poisoning and 
cases of infantile paralysis agree in 
every essential. 

“In infantile paralysis we are dealing 
with a chemical agent, and not a micro-

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 27.—Mil- 
waukee women attacked the cost of 
living today. At the Home Economic 
Club wives of wealthy men voted to 
find substitutes for high priced foods, 
especially eggs, butter, flour, Irish po- 
tatoes and steaks. Miss Emma Connel- 
ly of the University of Wisconsin will 

aid them. 

Starting today these substitutes will 
be put into use by the club members: 
Graham instead of wheat flour; oat- 
meal instead of cornmeal; boiled rice 
and sweet potatoes instead of Irish 
potatoes; oleomargarine, butterine, lard 
and peanut butter instead of butter: 
baking powder instead of eggs, and 
skimmed milk instead of cream.

Arthur Bittner, Who _ Killed 
Father Here, Missing After 
Jefferson City Park Function.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 27.—Arthur 
Bittner, 26 years old, of St. Louis, serv- 
ing a life sentence in the penitentiary 
here for the murder of his father, es- 
caped last night when at McClung 
Park, where, as a member of the prison 
orchestra, he was playing at the weekly 
dance, 

Bittner’s escape was not noted until 
the orchestra members wert being 
checked in as they returned to the pen- 
itentiary from McClung Park. It is 
supposed he disappeared about mid- 
night, near the end of the dance. He 
|Was.the first violinist.. The band mem- 
bers always have been attired in white 
suits, with no visible numbers. 

The dances have been held every 
thursday night at McClung Park since 
the completion, about eight months ago, 
of a large pavilion. They are attended 
mostly by the leading residents of the 
capital. 

McClung Park is State property that 
has been improved and made into a 
pleasure resort with the aid of convict 
labor and public subscriptions among 
Jefferson City residents. It was named 
after Warden McClung.

Bittner Killed Father Who Had Re- 
fused to Give Him Money to Wed On. 

St. Louis detectives, notified of Bitt- 
ner’s escape, have been watching in- 
coming trains for him. 

Bittner murdered his father, Arthur 
Bittner Sr., July 27, 1912. At that time 
the youth wanted to marry Miss Myrtle 
Benhoff of 1126 St. Louls avenue, but 
was without money and his father, a 
North Gide butcher, refused to supply 
him. One morning as his father and 
brother, Edward, were driving down- 
town in an auto truck, Arthur got up 
behind them and shot the father in the 
head. Edward later accused Arthur of 
the crime and he confessed. 

Edward told the police today he had 
heard nothing from hig brother and 
hcped they would catch him “before he 
sees me.”’ 

Miss Benhoff, some time after Bittner 
went to prison, married Dundell Good- 
win, an electrician, who killed her and 
himself at her mother’s home a little 
over a month ago.

WILSON IN ITS COMMUNITY POLL 


In More Than 3000 Places He Gets 
1771 “Straw” Votes Against 
1401 in 1912. 

In the issue of the Literary Digest, 
out today, the periodical gives the 
result of its “straw” poll of more 
than 3000 communities in every sec- 
tion of the country as to the relative 
strength of Wilson and Hughes. This 
follows a similar canvass made in 
September of the labor vote, in which 
832 officials of unions out of a total 
of 457 were found to favor Wilson. 
Stating the result in brief, the 
Digest says that in 1912 Taft was 
favored in 366 communities and 
Roosevelt in 1366, making a Re- 
publican and Progressive total of 
1732, while in that year Wilson was 
the choice in 1401. This year, in ap- 
proximately the same communities 
Hughes has 1495 favoring replies and 

Wilson 1771. 

In States that are being classed as 
doubtful, 403 reports say that larger 
part of the Progressive vote will go 
to Wilson, and 464 that this vote will 
go to Hughes. 

Summarizing the replies in sec- 
tional detail, they are said to show a 
Republican gain in the six New En- 
gland States, the race is close in the 


Western States, east of the Missis- 
sippi River, there is a sharp Demo- 
cratic gain, while west of the river, 
excluding Arkansas and Oklahoma, 
there is virtually a tie, and from 
Colorado to the Pacific Coast there is 
a striking Democratic gain. 


PITTSBURG BETTING 10 10 9 
ON WILSON AND ALSO 9 10 8 


In New York About $50,000 Wagered 
Even Money and 10 to 9 
on Hughes. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 27.—The most 
striking change of aspect in the betting 
on the presidential election occurred in 
Pittsburg yesterday where it started 
with even money but then turned to 10 
to 9 on Wilson and the day closed with 
odds on the President up to 9 to 8. It 
is reported that Wilson money is go- 
ing begging for takers. 

In this city at least $50,000 was bet 
on the Curb and the financial district 
generally, largely at even money, but 
also at 10 to 9 in favor of Hughes. 
Wagers were reported at 9 to 5 and 2 to 
1 on Whitman and 2 to 1 on Calder, 
Republican, against McCombs, for 
United States Senator. 

Light betting in San Francisco is 
even and 10 to 9 on Hughes; odds are 
even in Boston, and a $2500 Wilson offer 
could secure no takers; wagers are 
heavy in Chicago at 10 to 9 on Hughes; 
even odds prevail in Baltimore. Edward 
Murphy and Andrew Miller of New 
York placed $1000 -n Wilson with Col. 
Seymour Mandelbaum on the Hughes 
end; even odds at Kansas City, with 
little Hughes money in evidence. 

In Philadelphia yesterday betting was 
even with more Wilson money offered 
than found takers.

Denies Statement Regarding 
Possible Hostilities Was Made 
to Discredit Wilson Critics. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—War and 
State Department officials refused 
today to disclose the source or spe- 
cific nature of the information on 
which Secretary Baker last night 
issued a statemtn charging that a 
bandit attack on American troops in 
Mexico or on American border towns 
had ben planned to discredit the 
Government's Mexican policy. 

Both Secretary Lansing and Sec- 
retary Baker today laid stress upon 
the statement that no consideration 
of domestic politics led to the issu- 
ance of the announcement that such 
a plot had been discovered. 

Asked just what interests he charged 
were behind the movement, Secretary 
Baker dictated this statement: 

“The Mexicans who oppose the de 
facto Government in Mexico would, of 
course, be glad to complicate relations 
between the United States and Mexico, 
and our information is that they think 
this an appropriatae time to do so. The 
statement made last night by the de- 
partment ought to discourage any ad- 
venture on their part In that direction. 

“Everybody knows that many Mexi- 
cans in this country are constantly agl- 
tating against the de facto Government. 
Any sympathy there may be on the 
American side of the border with the 
movement is wholly from this source. 

“The only possible suggestion of a 
political purpose (in the War Depart- 
ment’s statement) is to prevent people 
fn Mexico from creating a disturbance 
of a political character in furtherance 
of their own design.”’ 

Sees Danger in Situation. 

Secretary Lansing views the informa- 
tion, although somewhat indefinite as 
to individuals, as showing a dangerous 
situation along the border. Publica- 
tion of the fact that the Government 
has taken steps to checkmate such a 
movement, he believes, goes far toward 
preventing an attack either upon a bor- 
der town or upon Gen. Pershing’s 
forces. 

The Department of Justice is invos- 
tigating the reports in an effort to 
prosecute any persons who may be di- 
recting the plot from the American side 
of the border.

Baker Issues Statement.

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LODGE SAYS WILSON 
WANTED 10 WEAKEN 
A LUSITANIA NOTE 


Declares He Intended Nullifying 
Strength of First Message With 
Postscript to Second. 


By Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Oct. 27.—Henry Cabot Lodge, 
in a speech here last night, asserted that 
President Wilson had added a postscript 
to the second Lusitania note of June 9, 
1915, in which he informed the German 
Government that the strong phrases of 
the so-called “strict accountability’’ note 
of May 13 were “‘not to be taken seri- 
ously.”’ | 

Senator Lodge said that this postscript 
disappeared after members of the Cabi- 
net had threatened to resign and let the 
public know of the postscript. Lodge 's 
ranking Republican member of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations. 

“On May 7, 1915,”" he said, “the Lu- 
sitania was sunk and 115 Americans 
rightfully on board were sent to their 
death. At Philadelphia the next day 
President Wilson said that there was 
such a thing as ‘belng too proud to 
fight." I think he said it for the pur- 
pose of seeing how the country liked 
it. He found out what changed his 
mind overnight. 

“On May 13, he sent his famous 
‘strict accountability’ and ‘omit no 
word or act’ note to Germany, signed 
by Secretary of State Bryan. On 
June 9, 1915, a second note was sent, 
much milder than the first, and it 
was signed by Lansing, Secretary pro 
tem, Mr. Bryan having resigned the 
night before. It seemed incredible 
that Mr. Bryan should sign the first 
note and refuse to sign the second. 

“After the note had been read to 
the Cabinet and agreed to by all the 
mémbers, Mr. Wilson added a post- 
script which I have not seen, because 
it mysteriously disappeared. In this 
postscript President Wilson informed 
the Imperial German Government 
that the words ‘strict accountability’ 
and the other strong phrases in the 
first note were not to be taken seri- 
ously, and ended by agreeing to refer 
the whole matter to arbitration. This, 
of course, pleased Mr. Bryan, but it 
did not please the other members of 
the Cabinet, who threatened to re- 
sign and expose the whole thing. 

“The postscript was removed and 
Mr. Bryan resigned. Mr. Bryan told 
Dr.. Dumba, the Austrian Ambassa- 
dor, that the note of May 13 did not 
mean anything, ana Dr. Dumba im- 
mediately sent the word along to 
Berlin. He later was recalled. It 
sometimes is a great mistake to tell 
the truth, and it is doubly unfortu- 
nate to tell it to a Foreign Ambas- 
sador. 

“There has been no reparation and 
nothing has been done.’’

PROGRESSIVES ARE.

—William Allen White. 


Editorial Which Quotes Roose- 
velt Taken to Indicate Bull 
Moose’s Future Program.

EMPORIA, Kan., Oct. 27.—William Al- 
len White has published his first edi- 
torial on the campaign in the Emporia 
Daily Gazette.

“Quoting Gov. Hughes in answer to 
Bryan in reference to interstate com- 
merce and industrial reorganization, Col.

Taken From Progressive Piatform. 
“The significance of what he said is 
found in the fact that the words of Col. 
Roosevelt just quoted are taken ver- 
batim and with premeditation from the 
Progressive platform of 1912. Col. 
Roosevelt is not a man to quote word 
for word a document four years old 
unless he intends his quotation to stick 
and to mean sometning. 
“One who knows him cannot doubt in 
the least that the Denver speech is the 
Colonel's alibi.

“TI then turned to the present condi- 
tion of affairs in Mexico, and asked 
whether they justified intervention on 
any truly American theory. I described 
their revolution as incomplete and asked 
what would have become of our own 
revolution of 1776-1789 if some foreign 
Power had become tired of the unset- 
tled condition of our country and had 
intervened to establish its theory of 
government instead of allowing our 
fathers to establish our Hberties and 
give to the world the first rea] free 
government in history.

Chairman of U. S. Steel Corpora- 
tion Speaks Before Steel 
Institute Here.

Elbert H. Gary of New York, chalir- 
man of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, in his speech this morning at the 
Planters Hotel before the American Iron 
and Steel Institute, of which he is 
president, declared the leading men of 
Japan are anxious for permanent peace- 
able and friendly relations with the 
United States. 

Judge Gary's talk was given in re- 
sponse to a request from the Institute's 
directors that he discuss his summer 
trip to the Orient, where he visited the 
Philippines, China and Japan. 

“For some time there have been sug- 
gestions,”” Gary said, “in public and in 
private, in the United States and in 
Japan as well, that, for numerous rea-

hostility between the two countries, 


Whenever either government has de-} 


cided to provide an additional warship 
someone in the other country has been 
prompt in charging that this meant 
preparation for war between these two 
nations. 

“T said repeatedly on my own respon- 
sibility, making no claim except that I 
believe I could accurately represent 
public sentiment, that a large majority 
of the peeple of the United States did 
not desire, but would deplore and stub- 
bornly oppose, war with Japan, except 
in self-defense, and that they were of 
the opinion there is not now nor will 
be any cause for serious trouble or dis- 
agreement; that there need be no con- 
‘flict of opinion which could not be 
finally and satisfactorily settled by mu- 
tual negotiation and consideration. I 
also expressed the belief that our gov- 
ernmental administration is and would 
be inclined toward this most desirable 
exercise of authority. 

“To all this I am sure this large com- 
pany of representative business men will 
heartily subscribe. I would repeat and 
emphasize the sentiments thus ¢X- 
pressed. 

“And now, gentlemen, I am here to 
say to you in words just as emphatic 
and in a belief no less absolute, that 
the leading and controlling men of 
Japan are equally anxious to have a 
continuance, permanently, of the peace- 
able and friendly relations now exist- 
ing between these two countries. That 
there may be exceptions may go with- 
out saying; it would be usual and need 
excite no surprise nor fear if such is 
the fact. Still I have no positive in- 
formation on which to base this con- 
jecture. I had good opportunity to as- 
certain the real situation, though my 
visit to Japan was comparatively short. 

“The most prominent and influen- 
tial men in Japan are outspoken in 
their profession of friendship to- 
ward the United States.” 

Judge Gary said that, basing his 
opinion upon inquiry and study, he 
had concluded that Japan desires that 
China shall become “firmly § estab- 
lished as a sound, peaceful, progres- 
sive, prosperous and rich Government 
with free and open seaports with all 
outside countries on a just and prof- 
itable basis.” 

Discussing conditions in China, he 
described the Government there “as 
an honest, unselfish, capable, indus- 
trious and harmonious organization,” 
which realizes that the country has 
not kept pace with others tn the pro- 
gressive march of nations and which 
was seeking a solution of China's 
problems. 


One of the things chiefly needed by 
China now, Judge Gary declared, is 
first-class railroads and in this connec- 
tion he said it was to be earnestly hoped 
that American capitalists would par- 
ticipate in further loans which would 
permit rapid extension of railway lines. 
Gary believed that China was desirous 
of maintaining cordial relations with 
American business concerns and that 
“she wishes the open-door policy to pre- 
vail.’’ 

‘‘Here,” he sald, “is a great field for 
operation on the part of American busi- 
ness men which can be cultivated with- 
out injury or objection on the part of 
other nations and with decided benefit 
to China herself, : I could wish that in 
some respects the conditions itn the 
Tinited States which now exist, result- 
ing, I think, from political agitation, 
might be modifted. 

“Tt would be a grave mistake,” Judge 
Gary declared, “for the United States to 


igive up the Philippines.”’

WILSON AT PEACE, 
ROOSEVELT SAYS 


Colonel Denounces Mexican 
Policy as Cowardly in Speech 
at Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt closed his Western speaking 
tour here yesterday with two speeches, 
in both of which he denvunced the Wil- 
son Mexican policy as .owardly, scouted 
the claim that the corntry had been kept 
out of war and dec'.,ed a policy that re- 
fused to protect « nation’s citizens was 
base and sordid. 

He repeated his denunciations of the 
Adamson aci. 

In his afternoon address, delivered ex- 
clusively to women, his assertion that 
he would fight at the drop of the hat 
if need be, brought his auditors to their 
feet and the women cheered and ap- 
plauded. 

A chorus of cheers that lasted many 
minutes delayed his speech at night in 
the Stockyards pavilion. The crowd 
shouted, yipped and yelled and waved 
their flags until the Colonel obtained a 
minute’s silence and begged them to let 
him begin. 

He laughed at a huge club labeled 
“The Roosevelt Big Stick” that was 
handed him, and declared that President 
Wuiison, instead of carrying a big stick, 
had spoken harshly and carried a pow- 
der puff. 

The Colonel was tnterrupted only once, 
a voice from the rear of the hall calling, 
‘How about Germany?” as he was dis- 
cussing the Mexican situation. “That’s a 
fair question,’’ he answered, “and I'll 
tell you immediately. 


What He Would Have Done 
‘Tf I had been President I would have 


carried on the Government on such a 
different basis than the 
fight standard, that there would have 
been no trouble.’’ He repeated that he 
would have seized every interned Ger- 
man ship immediately after the Falaba 
and Gulflight .incidents and then let 
the Germans bargain with him on how 
much he should conceded them, {nstead 
of bargaining with them. 

“In Mexico I would have put Leonard 
Wood in there and told him to do just 
as we did in Cuba, to avoid trouble if 
he could, but {f he couldn’t not to slap 
anybody’s wrist. And if there was war 
when it was over, it would be over. As 
it is, peace still rages in Mexico.’’ 

“What about Hughes?’’ asked someone 
at the women’s meeting. 

“Mr. Hughes can be trusted to keep 
his word,’’ answered Col. Roosevelt. 
‘“‘When he says that he would not sub- 
mit to such deeds as the sinking of the 
Lusitania or the killing of our citizens 
in Mexico, he means what he gays.”’ 


Yarrell Won’t Have to Pay Notes. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 27.—E. M. 
Yarrell, western manager of the Eureka 
Fire Hose Co., will not have to pay 
notes amounting to $1900, a jury in Judge 
Bouthern’s court decided yesterday. 
Twenty-five letters and five telegrams 
said to have been written by Yarrell to 
Miss Flora Shafer, a former St. Louis 
stenographer now living in Chicago, 
formed the basis of the suit. The letters 


were written six years ago. He denied 
writing them. Attorneys for Miss Sha- 
fer sued to collect the notes, claiming 
that Yarrell had given them in settle- 
ment for alleged breach of promise.

Replies to Herkler. 

Hecklers sought to question him on 
various topics and one man who persist- 
ed finally made himself heard. In doing 
so, the heckler had the aiid of the nomi 
nee, who sought to quiet! the crowd and 
urged that the questioner be allowed to 
proceed. 

“What specific policy will you take in 
Mexico?’ the heckler shouted. ‘What 
specific policy will you take in Europe” 
What are you going to do with the 
eight-hour bill? What’’—— the rest of 
the questioning was lost in a salvo of 
“boos” and cat calls. 

“I do not know,'’ Hughes replied, ‘‘just 
what sort of mess we will find things in 
in Mexico next March, but there are cer- 
tain principles we shall be governed by. 
First, we will not meddle with affairs 
that do not concern us. Second, when 
we say We will respect all rights of small 
nations we will respect them in reality. 
And third, it shall be tnderstood in 
Mexico, in Latin-America and elsewhere, 
that American rights with respect tu 
‘lives and property shall be protected.” 
The audience applauded and cheered.

Hughes’ declaration of his intention to 
be “an American President”’ if elected 
was interrupted by cheers and applause 


at the conclusion of every sentence. 

“Tf I am elected, as I expect to be’— 
he began.

the convention’s events and impressions. 
The same idea was expressed :n 
speeches and resolutions in the House 
of Deputies this morning, when the 
Rev. Dr. William M. Grosvenor of New 
York, speaking on a_ resolution of 
thanks presented by Francis A. Lewis 
of Philadelphia, paid a tribute to St. 
Louis hospitality. 

Dr. Grosvenor praised the pure water, 
the bright sunshine, the beautiful parks, 
public buildings and dwellings, and the 
charming home life of St. Louis. He 
closed with the wish, “May S8t. Louis 
and our church prosper forever! Long 
life to the Bishop of Missouri!" 

“This has been a good convention,” 
said Bishop Edsall, ‘‘and we have ac- 
complished much, but some of the im- 
portant legislation introduced at this 
session will have to be finished in De- 
troit in 1919—things which the press of 
time prevented our accomplishing here. 

“The greatest disappointment to the 
House of Bishops at this convention 
was the non-concurrence of the House 
of Deputies in the proposal to give 
suffragan bishops a vote in the House 
of Bishops. Aside from this, the House 
of Bishops is well satisfied with whut 
has been accomplished. 

“I will set forth what I believe to 
be, in the opinion of the House cf 
Bishops, the most important things ac- 
complished at this convention. 

“Hospitality of the people of St. Louis, 
splendid arrangements for our cou- 
fort and for the convention, and the 
great pageant. 

“Conferences of the Board of Mis- 
sions and missionary bishops, from 
Oct. 6 to 11, preceding the conven- 
tion, at which bishops and the 
Board of Missions were trought into 
closer relationship. This is the first 
time such conferences were held at a 
convention. 

“Canons adopted reforming banking 
and business methods of the Church, 
which passed both houses, thus plac- 
ing the business of the Church on a 
stable basis. 

“Adoption of a new hymnal which, 
owing to lack of time for proper con- 
sideration, was adopted only for op- 
tional use. 

“Passing of certain canons reform- 
ing mission administration, by which 
the Board of Missions hereafter shall 
be administered on the budget sys- 
tem. 

“Amendments to the constitution 
permitting dioceses to provide that 
suffragan bishops may become the 
ecclesiastical authority tn absence, 
disability or death of bishops. 

Suffragan Bishops Provided. 

“Adoption of a canon providing for 
suffragan missionary bishops, the 
first of whom shall be appointed to 
assist the Bishop of South Dakota. 

“Prayer book revision, particularly 
that part concerning morning and 
evening prayers. 

“Revision of the Holy Communion 
service by t @ House of Bishops, in- 
cluding Reservation of the Blessed 
Sacrament and prayer for the de- 
parted, all of which the House of 
Deputies passed over to the next 
convention. The debates on this 
pnase of our work, and reference to 
our action, to be published in the 
Church Journal, will doubtless result 
in concurrence by the House of Dep- 
uties at the next convention, so we 
may consider revision of the Com- 
munion Service as practically accom- 
plished. 

“The great social service note. 

“Strong indorsement of religious 
education and mission work. 

“Creation of a church pension fund. 

“Expression of views on temper- 
ance, and on remarriage and divorce. 

“The spirit of co-operation, good- 
will and peace that marked our de- 
liberations.

The Rev. Mr. Tucker, in his summing- 
up of the convention's results from the 
standpoint of the House of Deputies, 
laid emphasis on the work of praver 
book revision, which will not go into 
effect until after approval by the next 
convention, but which has covered 
ground which, he believes, will not 
have to be retraced. 

He said the question of the racial 
episcopate, involving the proposal to 
install pegro Bishops over separate ne- 
gro dioceses in the South, had appar- 
ently been settled on a compromire 
basis, by new provisions for the elec- 
tion of provincial suffragan Bishops He 
added that it was not at all certain 
the new plan would be placed in effecr, 
but that, instead, work may continus 
on the present Iine among negroes, with 
larger financial support. 

Resolutions Favoring Temptrance. 

“The passage by the House of Depu- 
ties of two resolutions in favor of tem- 
perance is a very significant sign,” the 
Rev. Mr. Tucker said. ‘The first reso- 
lution urged the oppression of. the 
liquor traffic; the second urged that 
liquor be barred from public functions 
and social gatherings. The Episcopal 
Church has always disfavored radical 
or sentimental treatment of the liquor 
question. But an increasing number a) & 


in the time of the present distress— 
whatever may be the permanent solution 
of the matter—persona! total abstinence 
from intoxicating liquor as a beverage, 
and drastic suppression of the liquor 
traffic are absolutely necessary. 

“The almost unanimous vote in the 
House of Deputies on both these propo 
sitions shows the strength of the feel- 
ing.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Tucker added that the 
spirit shown by the convention is as 
important a consideration as any of 
its definite acts. Missions occupied 
a dominant place, he said, but in- 
creased attention was given to re- 
ligious education and social service. 

“The Joint Commission on Social 
Service,” he said, “in its rapidly ex- 
panding work, reflects the desire for 
social justice and social service, 
which is fast capturing the imagina- 
tion of the church. The interest ifn 
the Bocial Service Forum, whoselFA 
meetings were held dally at the noon

Improvement of the Des Peres.

After reading the inclosed editorial in your 
fepue of Oct. 14th, as well as numerous other arti- 
cles on the “River Des Peres,” I am inclined to 
batt in and say something, even though the opinion 
of a layman may amount to nothing.

We are used to having the qualities of presiden- 
tlal candidates belittled and their motives proved 
utterly ignoble.

References to Mr. Wilson as presenting a “piti- 
able spectacle at the head of the nation,” as ‘‘an 
incompetent blunderer’” and particularly as a 
“coward” and “pusillanimous misfit” and wretch 
generally have become frequent in the Republican- 
controlled press and the talks of spellbinders. 

This, of course, is only an intensified repetition 
of a note introduced early into the campaign by 
Mr. Hughes. From the first he described some of 
the most praiseworthy achievements of his great 
rival and superior in every quality demanded in a 
President as falling only a little short of criminal 
folly. In acts of most exalted moral courage he 
found only evidence of cowardice. 

Measures y:eculiarly representative of the learn- 
ing, intellect, practical judgment and progressive 
aspirations of the country he held up as proving 
imeptitude and stupidity. The transition from the 
things done tc the man who did them—from terms 
of disparagement applied to measures and policies 
to terms of coarse and lying vituperation applied 
to the President personally—was natural and in- 
evitable as the campaign progressed. 

The forbearance shown Mr. Hughes by all rep- 
resentative pro-Wilson papers is in singular con- 
trast. What would have been the fate at the hands 
of venemous G. O. P. organs and orators of a Dem- 
ocrat who might have made the run for President 
any time this past 25 years with so little to offer 
the people as Mr. Hughes has offered? 

Mr. Hughes has gone up and down the country 
repeating parrot phrases and pet platitudes, but 
reticent to the point of timidity on everything 
the people wanted to know about and had a right 
to know about. He has had one manner of speech 
for the West, where voters who sympathize with 
the central Powers are relatively strong, and, as 
we discovered in New York this week, another for 
seaboard cities where the allies who dominate 
maritime affairs are held in much favor. 

He is said now to have traveled 26,542 miles and 
with every 1000 miles has made it increasingly 
plain that he is without the shadow of an issue 
or of a reason summoning him to the presidency. 

With divisions in his own party greater than 
any of those dividing Republicanism as a whole 
from Democracy as a whole, he has sidestepped, 
ducked. paltered, evaded, dodged, mystified, with 


tenth part of what Mr. Wilson has done for the 
country he would not now be a man out of poll- 
tics, His prestige and strength before the people 
would have been such that the people would not 
have refused him a second term. 
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GAMBLING WITH DISASTEB. 

The difficulties under which Mr. Hughes is 
laboring on account of the antagonisms in his 
following is illustrated by his dealing with the 
O’Leary Irish-German combine. 

Publicly, Mr. Hughes indorsed Col. Roosevelt's 
speech in which the latter bitterly attacked Pres- 
ident Wilson for not smashing Germany and de- 
nounced the Germans. Privately, Mr. Hughes felt 
impelled to explain and apologize for his Roose- 
velt telegram in order to placate the pro-Germans 
by stating that he had not read the Colonel’s 
speech. He notified the O’Leary American In- 
dependence League that whatever he might say 
in public the pro-Germans and revolutionary 
Irish could depend upon his co-operation if he 
wins in the election. 

What a humiliating position for a presidential 
candidate! 

Mr. Hughes’ embarrassment is not less in 
dealing with the Old Guard and the Progressives. 
He must make both believe that he is in sympa- 
thy with their objects, which are as far apart 
as the poles. 

The O’Leary incident emphasizes the Post-Dis- 
patch’s warning of the chaos that would follow in 
the event of Mr. Wilson’s defeat. Not only 
would the President be discredited and his poli- 
cies repudiated, but Mr. Hughes would find it im- 
possible to adopt a vigorous working policy on 
any vital subject.

.. JZ can remember the River Des Peres years and 
years ago, and cannot recollect any big floods 
Nke we have within the city limits nowadays. 

Seeking for a reason for these floods, I find 
‘the river is partially dammed up at every street 
cros.ing with embankments and bridges with small 
arches or spans, causing the water to buckup 
and spread out. 

The county road crossings and bridges, where 
the river is smaller than within the city limits, 
gives a much greater space for the flow of water. 
The factories by the railroad tracks also help to 
cause these overflows, by reducing the width and 
depth of the river, by dumpings of slag, ashes and 
refuse. 

Are we not blaming the River Des Peres for our 
own faults and mistakes? 

We cannot prevent excessive rainfalls, neither 
can we reduce the size of the valley. 

Rather let us not try to Interfere with the nat- 
ural order of things, but assist. 

Therefore as a remedy let me suggest: 

First. Let the city double and treble the size 
. ef the arches and spans of the bridges at every 
street crossing. 

Second. Dredge the river five or six feet deeper, 
and ten or fifteen feet wider. 

Third. Cut off the sharp points and straighten 
out the short bends. 

Fourth. Prohibit dumping by factories and 
others.

Also the King recruited a brigade of three hundred other children, named it 
*the Crown Prince’s Cadets;”’ put Frederick in nominal command; built an 
ars@nal in the palace grounds for the brigade, and assigned a staff of officers 
to teach the children the military drill of the regular army. 

Frederick loathed the new arrangement, the more so when his long yellow 
curls were cut off and his hair was cropped close in the style of a soldier's. 
His mother tried to comfort the child by letting him take music lessons on 
the sly when his father was away on a tour of the garrisons. The King, 

» suspecting this, blocked the arrangemsnt by making Frederick go with him on 
these tours, riding 40 miles a day, sleeping on ‘the wet ground, reading and 
rereading dull books on military tactics. 

All play was denied the boy. Seven days a week he was forced to study 
martial maneuvers from dawn to dark. His tutors were his father’s Gener- 
als. At 14 he was made a Captain in the “giant regiment,”’ and henceforth he 
had to undergo all the hardships and toil of a grown officer. 

He tried to furnish his own bedroom more like that of a lad of culture 
and less like a convict’s cell. His father found him out; swept all the books 
and ornaments into the fireplace, wrecked the furniture and gave his son a 
beating. 

In fact, his father often thrashed Frederick publicly tn the presence of his 
officers and courtiers. After one such whipping the King roared to the hor- 
rified bystanders: be produced in the United States. 

“If my own father had struck mein public I should have blown out my ” 
brains from shame at such treatment! But this little fool has no sense of honor — 
and no epirit. He submits to anything.” if 

Once, in fury, the King tried to stab his son, but was held back by a 
servant. Fiesh and blood could not stand all this forever. Frederick planned 
te escape to Engiand, where he knew his mother’s brother, George I., would 
protect him. He confided the scheme to his dearest friend, young Lieut. Katt, 
whe promised to heip him. A spy told the King. 

Frederick was thrown into prison, where from his cell window he was 
foreed to see Kratt put to death. Then the King told him to choose between 
execution and renouncing his right of succession to the 

throne. Frederick pluckily refused to sign away his 
rights. And the King dared not brave the people's indig- 
nation by beheading him. So he kept the boy in prison. 
Later he banished him to a distant castle where the 
luckless youth Iived in guarded seculsion until his father’s death. 

In 1740, when he was 28, the Prince became King Frederick II of Prus- 
sia. His father’s ill-treatment of him had borne fruit by this time; by infect- 
ing him with the spirit of militarism. He turned Prussia into an armed 
camp. He forced wars upon his neighbors. He plunged Europe into bloody 
strife. He won for himself the title of “Frederick the Great,”” and he made 


Prussia a world power. 
But the picture of the Iittle boy with the drum is none the less pathetic for

WILSON SPEECHES 


In One Talk Executive Says 
True Americans Must Act 
Like Americans. 


HE -HAS~ A BUSY DAY 


Reiterates That He Is Ready to 
Fight for the Rights of 
Mankind. 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 27.—Président Wil- 
son, in a speech here last night, said he 
was ready to engage in a war for the 
rights of mankind, declared money ac- 
cumulated in the United States should 
be used after the war only for righteous 
purposes, and called upon people who 
wished to be considered Americans to 
act as Americans. 

Great crowds greeted the President, 
He spoke to an audience in Music Hall, 
packed to the doors. Men and women 
stood in the aisles and outside the 
streets were crowded. The audience 
arose, cheered and waved American 
flags when he began his address. De- 
fining America and Americanism, he 
said: 

“We are the clearing house for the 
sympathies of mankind. It is incon- 
ceivable that America should wish to 
take anything from other nations. If 
we are going to lend money for trade 
wars after this war is over, we will be 
denying our heritage. The problem we 
are engaged in is to see that our sym- 
pathies unite rather than divide us.” 

Mentioning the Federal reserve act, he 
said it placed credit before anyone who 
had security. ‘‘There was a time,** he 
said, ‘‘when you had to be known in in- 
fluential quarters to get credit; now, 
that is no longer necessary.”’ 


Question of Neutrality. 
The President repeated that the Eu- 


ropean war was due to secret intrigues 
and commented: ‘We have seen that 
the position of a neutral becomes intol- 
erable.-- As- between right and wrong 
there can be no neutrality. We must 
see that no nation goes to war for some 
cause not approved by the verdict of 
raankind. That’s the kind of war I am 
willing to engage in.’’ 

He said happiness lives only in peace 
and that he felt America would lend her 
every dollar to bring about a lasting 
peace built on just foundations through- 
out the world. 

“Americanism,” he said, “is an intense 
devotion to those principles which make 
men devote their lives to one another. 
It means a great deal more to be an 
American than to belong to any other 
nation. The spirit of America is the 
spirit of co-operation. You cannot make 
a free people out of forces that do not 
combine. I care more for the love a 
man shows than for the love a man 
professes. 

“If you really wish me to regard you 
as an American, you must act like an 
American. If you will be recognized 
everywhere and if you do not you will 
be isolated and deserted everywhere. 

“Follow the men,” continued the 
President, “‘who do not ask what is 
your race; what is your religion; who 
do not even ask what is your politics, 
but simply say ‘Are you Americans.’ ”’ 

“Trade wars are more dangerous to 
the peace of mankind than the war of 
arms,”’ President Wilson said. ‘They 
breed that kind of underhand jealousy, 
those secret combinations for advantags 
which touch men at the very sources 
of their life and lead to a profound 
antaronism which generations cannot 
blot out. | 4, 

“America, therefore, as a finantial 
nation, has this delicate duty of media- 
tion; it must see to it that it lends its 
money only for the things that are open 
and fair and lead to the advancement 
of the interests of mankind in general.”’ 

Business of Neutrality. 
The President in another 
declared that “this is the last war 
tnat involves the world that tho 
United States can keep out of.” He 
gave as his reason his belief that 
“the business of neutrality is over’ 
and that “war now has such a scale 
that the position of neutrals sooner 
or later becomes intolerable.” He 
added that the nations of the world 
must get together and say, ‘‘Nobody 
can hereafter be neutral as respects 
the disturbance of the world’s peace 
for an object which the world’s opin- 
ion cannot sanction.” 
The President denied the Republi- 
can claim that war was responsible 
for the country’s prosperity. _ 
The President spent a busy day 
here. He was driven through the 
city parks and streets tn an autémo- 
bile parade. Throngs were in the 
streets and filled the windows wher- 
ever he went. At night he atetnded a 
dinner at the City Club and there de- 
livered an address. Mrs. Wilson ac- 
companied the President. 
In the afternoon speech the Presi- 
dent urged a unity among the Amerit- 
can people. He said nothing In par- 
ticular started the European war, but 
everything in general. At the City

GERMAN LIBERAL PRESS RESENTS

Government Attitude om Budget

BERLIN, via London, Oct. 27.—The 
unenthusiastic attitude of the Govern- 
ment toward the Centrist motion to give 
the Budget Committee the right to sit 
during recesses of the Reichstag and 
discuss the foreign and war policy of 
the nation is generally resented by the 
Liberal press today.

Government's position.

and be the first step toward parliament 
Government.

Denies Knowledge of Killing of El- 
mer Johnson, Street Car Con- 
ductor, Thursday Night. 
LEXINGTON, Ky., Oct. 27.—John 
Iiarrison of St. Louis, a negro, arrested 
near Sebree, Ky., Sunday, charged with 
breaking into a railroad car, is being 
questioned about the murder of Elmer 
Johnson, a St. Louis street car con- 
ductor, at St. Louis last Thursday 

night. 

Harris is being heid at Henderson 
awaiting officers from St. Louis to 
identify him, When asked if he knew 
anything of the murder of Johnson 
he said he did not, but he asked the 
authorities not to allow him to be taken 
back to St. Loufs. He says he left St.

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BISHOP BURLESON WAS. 
ADOPTED BY INDIANS 


Missionary Started Life 
‘‘Printer’s Devil’? and Had to 
Educate Himself. 


aS 


The Rt. Rev. Hugh Latimer Burleson, 
whose election as Missionary Bishop of 
South Dakota was confirmed yesterday 
at the Protestant Episcopal convention 
which closes today at Moolah Temple, 
is the foster son of Indian parents, who 
were members of the Onelda tribe on 
& Minnesota reservation until their 
death, a few years ago. Bishop Burie- 
son's Indian name is Gallahodh, which 
means in English. ‘‘good timber.”’ He is 
51 years old and was ordained to the 
Episcopal priesthood, in his father’s 
mission on the Oneida reservation 10 
1893. 

Bishop Burleson's father was a mis- 
sionary to the Oneida Indians, on whose 
reservation he was reared, with Indian 
children for playmates. In his boyhood 


for the »riesthood, 
an tI-idan youth 


he Began studying 
and his comrade, 
named Gallahodh, studied with htm. 
Neither Burleson nor Gallahodh were 
prosperous, and both were working their 
way, Burleson as a printer's devil on 
a little monthly paper published by his 
father, and Gallahodh as boy of all 
work, 

One cold day Gallahodh went to a 
swamp to cut Christmas trees to earn 
money to buy books. He caught cold 
and in a few months died of consump- 
tion. The boy’s death was a great shock 
to his parents, of course, for he was 
their only child, and they turned to 
young Burleson for comfort. 

There is a custom among the Oneida 
Indians, and other tribes as well, to 
adopt children of other families to re- 
place one lost by death, and in accord- 
ance with this custém, and partly be- 
cause Burleson was their son’s playmate, 
Gallahodh’s parents asked permission 
ot Burleson's father to adopt him. 

The request was granted, and on the 
date of his ordination to the priesthood, 
in 1898, Burleson was formally adopted 
by the Indians and given the name 
“Gallahodh.” 

A few years ago Burleson’s Indian 
foster parents died, and in their wills 
they bequeathed all their possessions, 
personalty and land, to him, as ‘‘Galla- 
hodh, only son.’’ 


Bishop Burleson started as printer's 


devil in the composing room of his 
father’s paper, at the age of 10, and 
worked in that office 14 years, with hie 
four brothers, all of whom entered the 
Episcopal priesthood. 


“There were eight chiidren and a 
team of horses in our family to feed,” 
said Bishop Burleson, ‘“‘and as father 
never was paid more than $800 a year, 
we youngsters, of course, were com- 
a “Oe to make our Own way through 
school and college. This we accom- 
plished with the aid of our little paper 
and by writing for and editing other 
church papers.’’ 

Bishop Burleson has reported church 
conventions for the last 20 years. He ia 
editorial secretary of the Episcopal 
Board of Missions, and editor of the 
board’s official organ, The Spirit of 
Missions, published in New York.
